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EDITORIAL NOTES. 



The first article in this number is preliminary to a brief series on the Revised 
Version of the New Testament. Professor Short was an active member of the 
American Committee. 



The next number of this Journal will contain, among other articles, an 
essay on 'I had rather' and similar locutions, by Dr. Fitzedward Hall, and 
a review of Darmesteter's Vendidad, by Professor Luquiens. 



The editor has received from Professor Karl Zangemeister, Chief Librarian 
of the University of Heidelberg, a private letter announcing the preparation 
of a new edition of the ' Exempla Codicum Latinorum litteris maiusculis scripta,' 
by Professors Zangemeister and Wattenbach, the first edition being out of 
print. The new edition will cost, including the supplements, 40 marks, 20 
marks less than the earlier edition. There will be 65 plates fol. with text. It 
would seem that very few copies —the editors know of only two or three — have 
been disposed of in America, a contrast to the forty or fifty, which would be the 
proper share of this country. It is to be hoped that our Latin scholars and our 
great libraries will be more eager to avail themselves of the advantages of the 
present subscription. American scholars have been too prone to neglect 
palaeographical studies, and it is high time that the importance of them should 
be practically recognized.
